A Boat Sent Into the Drift—A Report 
that the Imprisoned Men are Mak- 
ing Signals by Rapping on the Air- 
Pipe. 


[From the Enterprise of this morning.] 

Many remained up und upon the 
streets until 1 and 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing in order to get news from persons 
returning from the mine. Hopes that 
the men are all alive are again enter- 
tained. Abeut 9 o'clock last night 
news came to the effect that the men 
imprisoned in the drift were distinctly 
heard making signals by rapping on 
the compressed air pipe. It was said 
that there could be no misteke about 
this, as the rappings were beard by 
five men who were down in the mine 
at the time. Ao hour later the signals 
were still reported. 

HOPES THAT THE MEN ARE ALIVE. 


Yesterday afternoon Superintendent 
Boyle felt quite confident that the 
men, or some of them at least, were 
alive, »s he had discovered a marked 
variation in the quantity of air that he 
was sending down by means of the 
compressor; it was as if the men were 
regulating the supply by opening and 
closing the vaive at the end of the 
pipe. Further, Mr. Boyle says that 
five minutes after the accident it was 
observed that this valve, which is situ- 
ated within forty feet of the end of 
the drift; was opened, so that the air 
sent in had a free passage through it. 
This would show that some of the men 
must have been at that point and 
opened it, There was in the end of 
the drift a full barrel of ice water, 
which would prove a great benefit and 
a great blessing to the men. With a 
supply of fresh air the men could af- 
ford te keep one candle burning and 
so would have the comfort of light. 


A BOAT FOR NAVIGATING THE DRIFT 


was yesterday constructed and held in 
readiness for use as soon as the water 
should be lowered sufficiently to allow 
of men sitting in and managing it. 
This they could do as soon as the 
depth of water was reduced to four 
feet.” 

At 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
water had been reduced to about six 
feet, and it was hoped that in a few 
hours they would be able to launch 
the boat. It was intended to do this 
as soon as there was room enough to 
pass along under the roof of the drift. 
At that time the air was passing 
through the drift over the surface of 
the water. The men whid took in the 
boat were to pull it along by means of 
the compressed air-pipe, which they 
could constantly reach. A rope was 
also to be attached to the boat, by 
means of which it could be drawn back 
in case the men found it impossible 
for any reason to advance.

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PRISON DISCIPLINE. 


A Few Remarks About the Manage- 
ment of the State’s Hotel. 

The Carson correspondent of the 
Seer State has another letter which, 
like bis or her former communications, 
is calculated to rile the blood of the 
whole community. Of the prison and 
its manegement “Democrat” says: © 
“T am fearful that the political 
eracle who has charge of the State’s 
wicked is a little too sensitive for a 
successful politician, for, thus far, I 
have said but very little about either 
bim or his charge. I have had noth- 
ing to say about his nepotism or birth- 
day party, when convicts, under life 
sentence and dressed in citizens’ 
clothes, acted as the musicians.

It has beed Major Garrard’s 
policy to manage the boys on the go- 
as-you-please prietpin which: is all 
well enough in theory, and so far, 
under Garrard’s regime, it has been 
well enough in practice. Since the 
close of Hy.nan’s term of office the 
humanitarian priociple has been car- 
ried out. General Batterman was a 
strict disciplinarian, While he was 
kind to the prisoners and treated them 
as human beings should be treated, 
they all knew who was Warden, and 
that the rules must be respected at all 
times and under all circumstances.
